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Officials deny rumors of ambulance service closing

STANFORD — Rumors 
have been circulating in 
Lincoln County that West 
Lincoln EMS is poised to go 
out of business and become 
the second such ambulance 
service in the county to do so 


since May 2013. 

The rumors have spread 
enough that they were raised 
as a discussion topic with 
Lincoln County Ambulance 
Board Chairman Jerry 
Shelton at a recent public fis¬ 
cal court meeting. 

But at an ambulance board 
meeting Monday evening, 


West Lincoln board chair¬ 
man Troy Cain said the serv¬ 
ice is OK financially. 

“I don’t know where the 
rumors have come from,” 
Cain said. “To my knowl¬ 
edge it’s not about to shut 
down.” 

Shelton said the county 
ambulance board is moving 


forward with annual con¬ 
tracts for West Lincoln and 
the other three ambulance 
services in the county — 
Stanford EMS, East End 
Ambulance Service and 
Waynesburg Rescue Squad. 

Shelton said he’s “hope¬ 
fully confident” — but “not 
fully confident” — that all 


four of the county’s opera¬ 
tional ambulance services 
will remain open during the 
2014-15 fiscal year. 

The board met primarily 
to discuss final revisions of 
the contracts for each of the 
four private ambulance serv¬ 
ices that cover Lincoln 
County. The contracts 


require the ambulance 
organizations to provide 
EMS services that are up-to- 
code and non-discriminatory 
for one year in order to 
receive taxpayer funding. 

Shelton said he talked

came a few months after a casual 
observation by Robbins’ pastor. 

“It was on a Sunday after church 
and my pastor said to me, ‘Marty are 
you walking with a limp?’ 1 hadn’t 
noticed it and no one in my family 
had noticed it,” he said. “Ultimately, 
a few months later after a couple 
doctor visits and x-rays and things 
that kind of scared me, my leg and 
hip broke.” 

A whirlwind of doctors’ visits fol¬ 
lowed and Robbins was eventually 
referred to doctors at Vanderbilt in 
Nashville, Tennessee, which led to 
five surgeries. Throughout the entire 
period, Robbins’ health kept getting 
worse. But he was told that there 
was nothing wrong with him. They 
said he had a benign tumor and that 
he was “cancer-free.” 

But as his health continued to 
deteriorate, Robbins and his wife 
decided to take action. 

“We decided that we had to do 
something or 1 would not survive,” 
he said. “So we went to Cleveland, 
Ohio to the Cleveland Clinic. 1 saw

a snap, Marty Robbins 
life changed forever. 


“My story began in 2009,” 
Robbins said as a silence fell over 
the 2014 Lincoln County Relay for 
Life. 

The fun and games usually associ¬ 
ated with the annual American 
Cancer Society (ACS) event were 
set aside at 10 p.m. Friday night as 
Robbins took the microphone to 
relive his battle with cancer. 

“I was sitting on the couch with 
my laptop in my lap, and I sneezed. 
And when I sneezed my femur 
broke, my leg and hip broke at that 
point,” he said, with his wife Carla 
at his side. “I’m not sure you can 
imagine the pain associated with 
your leg breaking with no warning.” 

The violent breaking of bones

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Severe storm causes 
outages and damage 
in Crab Orchard

CRAB ORCHARD — Severe weather, includ¬ 
ing strong winds and heavy rain, caused damage to 
dozens of trees in Crab Orchard the evening of 
June 10, creating a citywide power outage and loss 
of telephone service. 

Five homes suffered “moderate to severe” dam¬ 
age from tree limbs falling on them, Lincoln 
County Emergency Management Director Don 
Gilliam said. 

“I’m sure there were many more that had light 
damage,” Gilliam said. 

Among the damaged buildings were a trailer 
home that had a tree skewer it in the side; a house 
along Main Street that had portions of its roof 
blown off; and a house along Ky. 39 that had a tree 
in its front yard fall against it. 

Jennifer Rowe's home along Holly Lane was 
struck three separate times by falling limbs. She 
said she was inside when the limbs struck her 
house. 

"It shook the whole house," she said. 

Frank Horton with East End EMS said the storm 
damaged the roof of the building housing the 
ambulance service and the Crab Orchard Fire 
Department. 

The winds that blew through the city were 
impressive, Horton said. 

"1 thought it was going to tear the windows out 
of the building," he said. "It scared me to death.” 

Stanford Street was blocked for hours following 
the storm due to a tree that fell across the roadway 
and pulled on telephone and power lines. 

Gilliam said three utility poles in the area had to 
be replaced by AT&T and Kentucky Utilities 
workers. 

Everyone whose buildings suffered damage in 
the storm had places to stay the night, so no emer¬ 
gency shelter had to be opened, Gilliam said. 

Power had been restored to all area customers 
the following morning, according to Kentucky 
Utilities’ outage map. 

There were no reports of any injuries suffered 
during the storm. 

“It could have been a lot worse," Gilliam said.

shortly after 4 a.m. June 10, Lincoln County Sheriff Curt 
Folger said. It’s possible another male subject was also on 
the property when the gun was fired, Folger added. 

Jacobs may have fired once or twice — one shell casing 
has been found at the scene, but witnesses report two 
shots, Folger said. 

“We don’t know if they were fired at family members or 
(elsewhere),” Folger said. “But there were shots fired.” 

Folger said Stringer had called 911 to report a domestic 
violence incident earlier, so he was already on the way to 
the scene when the shots were apparently fired. 

“When we got on-scene, Mr. Jacobs was inside the res¬ 
idence. We attempted to call him out to no avail and we 
tried approximately for an hour to get him to respond to 
us,” Folger said. “We were informed that there were more 
weapons in the residence and that’s why we took our time 
trying to call him out.” 

But as sunrise approached, Folger said the importance 
of ending the stand-off increased, because deputies would 
lose the advantage of darkness and nearby businesses 
would be opening and more people would be around. 

“We just wanted to make sure that if anything hap¬ 
pened, we would keep from anybody getting hurt,” he 
said. 

Sgt. Ryan Kirkpatrick and Deputy Chase Marcum 
entered the home to arrest Jacobs and met with no resist¬ 
ance, Folger said. 

While in the house, deputies noted “a lot of damage” 
including “busted lamps, chairs and furniture,” Folger 
said. 

Jacobs was lodged in the Lincoln County Regional Jail, 
where he was still being held without bond as of Tuesday. 

Stringer, 32, of Waynesburg, was also arrested on an 
unrelated charge of failure to appear.

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employees. The contract takes effect on July 1 and expires on 
June 30, 2015. 

"We haven't (had) any officers since February," 
Superintendent Karen Hatter noted. 

Stanford’s proposal includes scheduling two officers per 
day to move between schools, with a presence at least twice a 
week in elementary schools when possible in the school year. 

The department also would coordinate when needed with 
other agencies, continue to provide traffic control at Stanford 
Elementary and Lincoln County High schools, and would 
implement lockdowns and other drills. 

The proposal also calls for a manually operated traffic light 
to be installed on U.S. 27 in front of Lincoln County High 
School that officers or school staff could turn on during spe¬ 
cial events or school hours. The new division likely would be 
headquartered at the high school. 

The Board rejected a proposal by the Lincoln County 
Sheriffs Office to provide one officer at a cost of $31,866.64, 
with salary to be reimbursed by the Board to the office and 
$14,000 in benefits to be reimbursed by the Lincoln County 
Fiscal Court. 

Board hires 

risk-management company 

Board members also voted to accept a contract to hire North 
Huntingdon, Pennslyvania-based East Coast Risk 
Management Services to perform a safety assessment, risk 
mitigation, and to develop a customized corporate safety 
manual. 

The move is part of an agreement with the county's insurer 
related to insurance rates and other matters following a May 
7 bus accident on Ky. 78 that killed a Stanford man, Hatter 
said. The issue will be reviewed again later this month. 


East Coast will provide other services, Hatter noted, includ¬ 
ing providing consulting services, forming a company health 
and safety committee, investigating accidents and manage¬ 
ment training. A formal inspection and audit program also 
would be implemented with bimonthly inspections. 

Other business 

• On the advice of Chief Deputy of Support Ronnie 
Deatherage, board members voted to sell four old schoolbus- 
es for salvage. Deatherage recommended selling one to 
Emergency Management for conversion into a mobile com¬ 
mand unit. 

• The Board also voted to accept Republic Diesel, Stanford 
Auto Parts, Power Train, Bluegrass International, Kimball 
Midwest, American Bus, O'Reilly Auto Parts and Battery 
Warehouse as vendors to provide bus parts and supplies in 
the 2014-15 school year. 

Cumberland Lake Shell, Woodford Oil Co. and Petroleum 
Traders Corp. were accepted as fuel vendors. 

• Lincoln County High School was approved to purchase 
$10,000 in audio equipment from Pro Sound of 
Nicholasville, replacing equipment that former football 
coach Tim Estes said was difficult to properly set up before 
large events. 

"When you turned it on and got everything set up before 
anyone was in the room, it sounded great, but when there 
were 2,300 people in there, it didn't always come out right," 
Estes said. 

A second bid, made by an unnamed firm, was too high and 
a third party declined to bid. The new system may include a 
portable board and case that Estes said could be used inside 
the facility and outdoors for sporting events. 

• Board members also approved $44,726.50 in School 
Nutrition Department funds for a new serving line, dish 
tables and a dishwasher, and work tables for Highlands 
Elementary's cafeteria. No General Fund dollars will be used.

none of the services would 
be going out of business like 
McKinney Rescue Squad 
did in 2013. 

“I want to make sure that 
they understand these obli¬ 
gations here that they’re 
signing,” Shelton said. "I 
want to make sure that 
they’re following the con¬ 
tract to the letter of the law 
because McKinney signed 
that contract knowing full 
well that they were in a sink¬ 
ing ship.” 

The McKinney service 
unexpectedly shut down its 
ambulance operations and 
lost its state license in May 
2013. An audit of the ser¬ 
vice’s finances conducted 
after the closure revealed 
that the service had outspent 
its revenues by more than 


$200,000 over the course of 
three years and ended the 
2012-13 fiscal year with 
more than $30,000 in debts. 


Lincoln County is unique 
among counties in Kentucky 
for how its EMS service is 
provided. 


In most counties, a single 
county-wide service pro¬ 
vides ambulance coverage. 
In Lincoln, the special 


ambulance taxing district 
divvies up its property-tax 
revenues among private, 
non-profit ambulance servic¬ 
es that aren’t always subject 
to the same transparency 
laws as government entities. 

The contract the ambu¬ 
lance services agree to with 
the ambulance board does 
give the ambulance board 
authority to audit and 
demand financial records 
from each service. 

In years past, each ambu¬ 
lance service has received 
about $80,000 in funding 
from the taxing district. This 
coming fiscal year, that 
amount will be approximate¬ 
ly $85,000, Shelton said. 

That amount would have 
been bigger this year with 
only four squads instead of 
five, but the increase was 
limited in part because 
Stanford EMS is getting 
$55,000 more than in previ¬ 
ous years in order to operate 
its county-wide “advanced 


life-support” service known 
as Medic One, Shelton has 
explained previously. 

The $85,000 figure is 
based on the ambulance tax¬ 
ing district taking a 4-per¬ 
cent revenue increase from 
property taxes, Shelton said. 

Taxing districts are 
allowed to increase their rev¬ 
enues from property taxes by 
up to 4 percent per year as 
long as they hold public 
forums where citizens can 
comment on the tax increase. 

A district cannot increase 
its property-tax revenues by 
more than 4 percent without 
the increase becoming sub¬ 
ject to a possible voter recall. 

Shelton said the tax 
increase is necessary to help 
keep the county’s ambulance 
services in business. 

“We’ve not taken (an 
increase) for a long time,” he 
said. “But costs continue to 
rise and the squads aren’t 
getting much more money 
than they did in years past."

Religious freedom 
wins out over 
Islamophobia in 
Tennessee case 


After four years of 
protests, lawsuits, vandal¬ 
ism, arson, and a bomb 
threat, American Muslims 
in Murfreesboro, Tenn., 
can finally celebrate the 
power of religious freedom 
to triumph over hate and 
fear — at least in the 
courts. 

Last week, the U.S. 
Supreme Court put an end 
to a lawsuit filed in 2010 
challenging the permit 
issued by Rutherford 
County for construction of 
an Islamic Center near the 
city of Murfreesboro. By 
declining to hear the case, 
the High Court let stand a 
Tennessee Court of 
Appeals decision in favor 
of county officials. 

Opponents of the 
mosque — convinced that 
Muslims are a threat to 
their community — had 
tried various tactics to halt 
construction of the Islamic 
Center. In a last-ditch legal 
maneuver, they filed suit, 
charging that the county 
had given inadequate pub¬ 
lic notice of a meeting to 
approve the site plan for 
the Center. 

Now the Supreme Court 
has put an end to the legal 
drama — and the Islamic 
Center is in Murfreesboro 
to stay. 

A remaining lawsuit — 
this one challenging the 
right of the Islamic Center 
to build a cemetery — 
remains to be resolved. 

But supporters of the 
mosque are optimistic that 
the courts will soon dis¬ 
miss this final legal chal¬ 
lenge. 

Of course, history teach¬ 
es that court victories don’t 
change minds and hearts 
overnight. Muslims in 
Murfreesboro have their 
new Islamic Center thanks 
to local officials doing the 
right thing, but they still 
face prejudice from those 
convinced that Islam has 
no place in America. 

What’s heartening about 
this saga, however, is how 
local government officials 
stood up for religious free¬ 
dom. Despite strong public 
opposition, members of the 
county planning commis¬ 
sion voted to treat the 
building application of the 
Muslim community like 
applications from any 
other religious community. 

That took courage. At 
the height of the conflict, 
political candidates and 
anti-Muslim activists 
worked hard to whip up 
opposition to the Islamic 
Center in Murfreesboro 
and beyond. Even televan¬ 
gelist Pat Robertson 
weighed in, suggesting that 
county officials may have 
fallen victim to Muslims’ 
“ability to bribe folks” and 
warning of a future 
Muslim takeover of the 
city council. 

But through it all, county 
officials stood firm. 
Moreover, many local reli- 
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gious groups rallied in sup¬ 
port of the Muslim com¬ 
munity. Students at Middle 
Tennessee State University 
helped form Middle 
Tennesseans for Religious 
Freedom, a grassroots 
effort to counter anti¬ 
mosque protests. And the 
Becket Fund for Religious 
Liberty — one of the 
nation’s most effective 
defenders of free exercise 
of religion for all — pro¬ 
vided legal support. 

Despite this good news 
out of Tennessee, 
Islamophobia remains a 
national problem thanks to 
a cottage industry of anti- 
Muslim groups working to 
conflate terrorism and 
Islam in the minds of the 
American people. 

“Anti-Sharia bills” are 
pending in at least 10 state 
legislatures — all of them 
motivated by anti-Muslim 
bias and based on a distort¬ 
ed understanding of both 
Islamic and American law. 
(For an accurate under¬ 
standing of Sharia in 
America, see “What is the 
truth about American 
Muslims?” at www.reli- 
giousfreedomcenter.org .) 

If past is prologue, how¬ 
ever, Islamophobia in our 
country will fade as 
American Muslims become 
more visible in places like 
Murfreesboro. 

We have been down this 
road before. Not so very 
long ago, anti-Catholic 
hatred was at its height in 
Murfreesboro — and 
across America. As 
described by Bob Smietana 
in the Tennessean , in 1929 
angry residents of 
Murfreesboro marched to 
the courthouse trying to 
block the construction of 
the town’s first Catholic 
Church. 

Today some 2,000 fami¬ 
lies are members of St. 
Rose of Lima Catholic 
Church in Murfreesboro. 
Religious freedom trumped 
anti-Catholicism 80 years 
ago — and religious free¬ 
dom, if we work at it, will 
trump Islamophobia today. 

We may have a distance 
to go, but we have come a 
long way. Consider that six 
of the current nine justices 
on the U.S. Supreme Court 

— the very court that put 
an end to the fight to 
against the building of a 
mosque in Murfreesboro 

— are Roman Catholics. 

Only in America.

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US Interior secretary 
should be apologizing 
for trampling rights 


Rather than even thinking about 
appealing a federal judge's ruling in 
Kentucky, U.S. Interior Secretary 
Sally Jewell and the U.S. Office of 
Surface Mining should be apologiz¬ 
ing. 

Abjectly, profusely, unequivocally 
apologizing for abetting this state's 
three-decades long violation of the 
U.S. Surface Mining Control and 
Reclamation Act by permitting strip 
mining without the consent of all the 
owners of the land. 

Certainly, U.S. District Judge Amul 
R. Thapar was plain, clear and 
unequivocal in ruling in favor of a 
Pike County family whose property is 
being stripped without its consent by 
a subsidiary of Tampa-based TECO 
Energy, which controls only a minori¬ 
ty interest in the land. 

Thapar ordered a halt to the mining 
and wrote that "well- established 
canons of statutory interpretation all 
point to the same conclusion," that the 
law "requires the consent of all sur¬ 
face owners. The consent of 'a' sur¬ 


face owner does not suffice." 

Thapar, who was appointed to the 
federal bench by President George W. 
Bush, did not reach this conclusion 
casually. He required three rounds of 
briefs and held three hearings. 

When the suit was filed May 16, he 
declined to issue a temporary restrain¬ 
ing order halting the mining until he 
had time to delve into the arguments. 

But no specialized degree is neces¬ 
sary to understand that the legal inter¬ 
pretation he reached is also common 
sense and what an average person 
would assume to be legal and fair. 

And yet, since 1982, when 
Kentucky won the authority to 
enforce the federal law on surface 
mining, the state has approved strip- 
mine permits if an owner of even less 
than 1 percent of the land agreed to 
the mining, testified Allen Luttrell, 
director of Kentucky's Division of 
Mine Permits. 

The Interior secretary is responsible 
for ensuring that a state's enforcement 
meets the minimum requirements of 


the federal surface mining law. 

And yet, the Interior Department's 
lawyers responded to the Pike County 
landowners' lawsuit by saying, in 
effect, whatever Kentucky says is OK 
by us. 

Interior's indifference to the law 
and to the people who live with the 
effects of surface mining is no sur¬ 
prise to Kentuckians who have come 
to expect it. 

Jewell, who has scaled Mount 
Ranier seven times and became 
Interior secretary last year, should use 
this case to educate herself about how 
her agency's Office of Surface 
Mining is enabling the leveling of 
one of the world's most diverse 
ecosystems and has fallen far short in 
its duty to protect Appalachia's peo¬ 
ple and environment from surface 
mining's harms. 

As for Kentucky, this is yet another 
example of the official favoritism that 
always has invited the coal industry 
to trample people, streams, forests, 
mountains and the law.

a Dr. Joyce. He was well- 
known in his field, but he 
was kind of arrogant, as doc¬ 
tors can be sometimes, and 
we had some run-ins. But he 
ultimately saved my life.” 

Robbins’ life-saving sur¬ 
geon did several surgeries to 
clean up the infections in his 
leg and that is when he dis¬ 
covered the cancer. 

“He found a tumor in my 
hip and he said, ‘You have 
cancer.’ There were four 
tumors. The largest was on 
my pelvic bone, 1 had two in 
the soft tissue and then there 
was one on the sciatic 
nerve,” said Robbins. “By 
the time he found the tumors 
I had stage-four cancer sar¬ 
coma. At that point, there 
was no treatment to save my 
leg so he took my leg and 
most of the pelvic area of the 
left side was amputated.” 

It’s been almost four years 
now since Robbins was 
diagnosed. And while he is 
still recovering from the can¬ 
cer, he says he is “satisfied.” 

“I’m satisfied with my life 
now,” said Robbins. 
“Through all these tribula¬ 
tions, I could always count 
on my faith and my family. 
Even though there were 
times when I was really sick, 
I learned that God loved me 
and he saved me and allowed 
me to continue to be on this 
earth to be with my family. 
And I thank my family 
because it was a hard experi¬ 
ence.” 

“My wife Carla has 
always been there for me and 
my Father in heaven has 
never left my side. Without 
him 1 wouldn’t be here 
tonight,” he said. “God Bless 
you all and thank you.” 

The luminaria service fol¬ 
lowed Robbins’ story, with 
the lighting of hundreds of 
luminaries around the track 
and the release of dozens of 


sky lanterns in memory and 
honor of cancer victims and 
survivors. 

The solemn reflection on 
the survivor’s story and 
luminaria and sky lantern 
service was broken when 
Lincoln County Relay for 
Life chair Donya Saylor 
took the microphone to 
announce that the total dollar 
amount raised for the ACS 
this year was $101,623.46. 

While the local commit¬ 
tee’s goal was $110,000, no 
tears were shed over sub¬ 
stantial amount raised. 

“I was very happy with the 
final total,” Saylor said. 
“Our 2014 relay event was a 
success.” 

The Lincoln Relay for 
Life did reach its goal for 
Relay teams this year, with 
32 teams helping lead the 


local fund-raising effort. 

Saylor said she realizes 
that without the work of the 
committee and those Relay 
teams that the Lincoln 
County Relay would be 
nowhere close to or above 
goal every year. 

“I would like to thank 
everyone who helped to 
make our 2014 Relay for 
Life such an awesome suc¬ 
cess,” she said. “As we strive 
to meet our goal, we know 
that many researchers are 
working to find a cure for 
this horrible disease. Many 
of our committee are cancer 
survivors or have family 
members who have been 
affected by cancer. Thank 
you to our committee for 
their dedication and contin¬ 
ued support year after year.

Workers have installed the 
tank’s new mixing system 
and completed painting of 
the inside of the tank, 
Hustonville Mayor David 
Peyton said. 

The words “City of 
Hustonville” were being 
painted on the outside of the 
tank Monday. 

Peyton said the paint 
inside had to be left to dry 
for seven days after it was 
applied before water could 
begin to be pumped back 
into the tank. Water will 
probably be slowly pumped 
back in beginning 
Wednesday, June 18, he said. 

After that, officials will 
wait for the all-clear from a 
water-quality test before 
bringing the tank frilly on¬ 
line and using it to provide 
water to customers, Peyton 
said. By getting the water- 
quality test before using the 
tank, the city will avoid gen¬ 
erating a boil-water advisory 


for the Hustonville area, he 
explained. 

The city is paying $89,000 
for the water-tank upgrade, 
which Peyton has said will 
allow more water to be held 
in the tank without decreas¬ 
ing water quality and save 
the city thousands in water 
costs. 

The city is covering the 
cost with money from a cer- 
tificate-of-deposit account 
worth $150,000 that council 
members approved cashing 
out earlier this year. 

City officials have said 
they plant to hold the 
remaining funds as a cash 
reserve while the city tackles 
a $421,000 water-system 
upgrade next year. 

Hustonville residents have 
been getting water from 
other water department tanks 
while the upgrade began in 
mid-May. 

Plans to replace 
valves in July 

Peyton said another water- 


system project in the works — 
replacing 10 non-functioning 
valves in Hustonvile city lim¬ 
its — will probably begin in 
early July. 

Because the old valves do 
not currently function, the 
water department cannot iso¬ 
late water-main breaks. As a 
result, water has to be shut off 
to large numbers of cus¬ 
tomers, sometimes including 
Hustonville Elementary 
School, when a break has to 
be repaired, Peyton explained. 

While individual residents 
may be able to make due with¬ 
out water service for three to 
four hours, loosing water serv¬ 
ice for that same period of 
time at the school “really 
causes headaches,” he said. 

Because water will have to 
be turned off while the valves 
are replaced, the city plans to 
replace the valves at night, 
when water usage is lightest, 
Peyton said. 

The valve-replacement 
project will generate a boil- 
water advisory for the city, 
Peyton said.

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Kentucky Baptist group chooses Kings Mountain 
community center for annual mission project

KINGS MOUNTAIN — 
The South Lincoln 
Memorial Community 
Center in Kings Mountain is 
buzzing with power tools 
and people this week, as 
missionaries from southern 
Kentucky are spending five 
days renovating the former 
high school and preparing it 
for a state inspection. 

The 62-person crew from 
the South Union Mount Zion 
Baptist Association is paint¬ 
ing, laying flooring, fixing 
windows and upgrading the 
old playground with a bor¬ 
der and new mulch, among 
other projects. 

“It’s exhausting planning 
a week’s worth of work for 
60 people, but it’s a blessing 
to have them come do this,” 
said Josh Jacobs, the com¬ 
munity center’s director. 

The center is already uti¬ 
lized by multiple communi¬ 
ty organizations, including 
Boy Scout troops and 
anonymous support groups, 
for meetings, and it also 
plays host to special events, 
such as a "zombie prom" 
fundraiser that was held in 
May. 

But there are plans to 
expand the number of roles 
played by the largely empty 
facility, including the cre¬ 
ation of an after-school pro¬ 
gram from the YMCA and 
the addition of a Lincoln 
County Public Library 
branch on the second floor. 

Renovations and upgrades 
are needed to many parts of 
the building before it can 
pass a state inspection — a 
necessary step in order for 
the after-school program to 
become a reality. 

Jacobs said by the end of 
the week, the missionary 
team is expected to com¬ 
plete everything that’s left to 
do to pass inspection. 


Organizers expect to ask for 
an inspection at the begin¬ 
ning of July and then open 
the after-school program in 
time for the beginning of the 
next school year in August, 
he said. 

“God’s timing is perfect in 
my opinion,” Jacobs said. 
“We’re getting a lot of 
things done that needed to 
be done. These guys are 
tremendous.” 

This is the fifth year that 
the SUMZ Baptist 
Association has participated 
in a weeklong summer con¬ 
struction project, said Randy 
Hamilton, the team leader 
for the group. 

In past years, the associa¬ 
tion has sent teams to other 
states and Russia. This is the 
second year in a row that the 
association selected a mis¬ 
sion project in Kentucky, 
Hamilton said. 

“We specialize in 
sheetrock because nobody 
else wants to do sheetrock,” 
he said. "But then we’ve got 
skills to do anything in con¬ 
struction, from concrete and 
framing to electrical and 
plumbing.” 

Hamilton said his associa¬ 
tion chose the Lincoln 
County project for its 2014 
trip after finding it listed by 
the Kentucky Baptist 
Association online as a 
needed project. 

“Generally, we work on 
churches. But we also do 
community centers — any¬ 
thing associated with the 
Lord or with church back¬ 
ing,” he said. “We follow the 
Lord in prayer and he guides 
us in the direction he wants 
us to go.” 

Hamilton said he’s heard 
about the big plans Lincoln 
County has for the commu¬ 
nity center. 

“It’s amazing,” he said. “I 
just pray that everything 
comes together good for 
them." 
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Henry Baughman climbs in USTA senior rankings

Henry Baughman of 
Stanford enjoyed a fine run of 
tournament tennis during the 
2013 competitive season. 

Thanks to his excellent 
conditioning, the senior play¬ 
er was able to take his desire 
to win to the courts, and it 
paid off with a string of victo¬ 


ries - and a move up in the 
United States Tennis 
Association (USTA) rank¬ 
ings. 

In the tennis rankings 
recently released by the 
USTA for the previous year, 
Baughman moved up in the 
Kentucky, Southern and 
National rankings in both sin¬ 


gles and doubles divisions. 

Baughman, who grew up 
playing tennis on the courts at 
his family’s farm, said the 
rankings were his best to 
date. 

“In the 2013 campaign, I 
achieved my highest tennis 
rankings ever,” noted 
Baughman. “In Kentucky, I 


was No. 1 in four divisions: 
in 70 & Over singles and 70 
& Over doubles, in 75 & 
Over singles and 75 & Over 
doubles. No Kentucky player 
has ever done this.” 

In the Kentucky doubles 
standings, the ranking was 
based on Baughman’s play 
alongside his brother, Jim 


Baughman. 

Baughman’s success on the 
tennis courts also warranted 
him No. 1 rankings in the 
nine-state Southern section. 
Baughman was ranked No. 1 
in 75 & Over singles, and he 
and Jerry Caldwell of 
Madison, Georgia were put in 
the top spot in the standings 


in Men’s 75 doubles. 

Baughman, whose reputa¬ 
tion earned him an invitation 
to represent the USTA in 
international competition in 
2013, didn’t just merit a first

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Methane fun-facts 

You’ll have to pardon me 
because this will be a very 
gassy column. But don’t 
worry — the gas in question 
is methane, which is actually 
completely odorless. 

Let’s start off with a few 
quick methane fun-facts: 

• Methane is a relatively 
common gas on Earth. It’s the 
main component of natural 
gas and it’s also released into 
the atmosphere as a waste 
product by many living 
organisms, including humans. 

• Atmospheric methane — 
methane that is loose in our 
air — is a greenhouse gas that 
is actually more potent than 
carbon dioxide at retaining 
heat from the sun. However, 
it’s effect on the atmosphere 
is short-lived compared to 
carbon dioxide — only about 
12 years for methane accord¬ 
ing to the Environmental 
Protection Agency, compared 
to 100+ for carbon dioxide. 

• Atmospheric methane 
causes about 20 percent of all 
heat retention caused by 
greenhouse gases, according 
to the Intergovernmental 
Panel on Climate Change. 

• Methane can be found 
naturally in the environment, 
however, globally more than 
60 percent of methane emis¬ 
sions are caused by human- 
related activities. 

When you think about who 
or what produces methane, 
the first thing you should 
think of is cows. Cows and 
other livestock such as sheep 
and goats all emit methane 
into the air throughout their 
lives. 

Agriculture, including the 
raising of cows and livestock, 
is the largest human-related 
contributor for methane emis¬ 
sions in world, according to 
the EPA. However, in the 
U.S., industrial methane 
emissions, including natural 
gas and petroleum systems, 
are the leading contributor. 

Down the list — but still 
among the biggest methane 
producers — are landfills, 
which are the third-largest 
source for the gas in the U.S., 
the EPA says. 

When it comes to nation¬ 
wide and global activities 
such as industry or agricul¬ 
ture, it can be hard to figure 
out good ways to have an 
impact as an individual. But 
when it comes to landfills, 
we’re talking about the trash 
we all produce and put out at 
our curbs every week. 

You can alter the amount of 
methane produced in your 
local landfill by altering what 
and how much you throw 
away. It may be a small 
change in the big picture, but 
you can only create a big 
change through lots of small 
changes. 

Food that has been thrown 
away is the major cause of 
methane in landfills — the 


food releases methane into 
the air as it biodegrades. Here 
are some ways to lessen the 
amount of food you throw 
away: 

1. Use a compost bin. 

Instead of throwing away 

food that will sit in a landfill 
and produce methane because 
it is breaking down without 
oxygen, throw your food 
waste in the compost bin so it 
can break down with oxygen 
and produce fantastically rich 
soil for use on your plants. 
When food waste breaks 
down in a compost bin, it 
does still produce carbon 
dioxide. But as long as the 
compost bin is properly cared 
for, it will not also produce 
methane. 

2. Buy less food. 

I know I’m guilty of buying 
too much food. Sometimes, I 
buy a lot of food — especially 
if it’s on sale — because I 
think that I will use it all. But 
time goes by, some food 
remains unused and then it 
goes bad. I have to throw the 
remainder away or compost it. 
That’s food — and money — 
that I just wasted, which kind 
of defeats the purpose of buy¬ 
ing the stuff on sale in the first 
place. 

If you are buying smaller 
quantities of food that you 
know you will use, you will 
drastically reduce your food 
waste. It can also be helpful to 
make a meal calendar and 
only purchase food based on

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the calendar. 

3. Grow your own food. 

You can easily grow your 
own garden of vegetables you 
know you like — I usually 
enjoy home-grown tomatoes 
and peppers every year. And if 
you follow tip No. 1, you’ll be 
able take the great soil from 
your compost bin and make 
your garden grow extremely 
well. 

With a garden, you can 
more easily avoid over-buy¬ 
ing food. Instead of purchas¬ 
ing food at the store, which 
has already been picked and is 
aging before you even buy it, 
if you plant a garden, you can 
pick just as much food as you 
would like. If you need more, 
go back out and pick some 
more. If you have enough, 
leave the rest on the plant to 
grow for a few more days. 

I hope these tips will make 
it a little easier to manage your 
food waste. Having zero food 
waste is probably not realistic, 
but 1 think it is possible to 
make a real difference in the 
amount of food you are 
throwing out.

Timely farming tips 


I want to present to 
you some of my 
thoughts on pond algae, 
insect control on newly 
seeded alfalfa and on fly 
control for cattle. If you 
have questions after 
reading this article, 
please give me a call and 
I will be glad to give you 
more information. 

Leafhoppers on New 
Alfalfa 

Farmers should start 
watching their spring 
seeded alfalfa fields for 
potato leafhoppers, 
those very small, green 
insects that take only 
three weeks to complete 
development from egg 
to adult. The population 
can build up to damag¬ 
ing levels very quickly 
because the life cycle is 
so short. Females lay 
eggs in stems and leaves 
of plants and nymphs 
that hatch from these 
eggs feed on plant sap 
exactly like adults do. 
These sap-feeding 
insects can cause new 
stands of alfalfa to turn 
bright yellow by mid- 
June, resulting in what 
we call “hopper burn”. 

Be checking your 
fields now for these 
insects. Don’t wait until 
the alfalfa starts to turn 
yellow to spray. That 
seems to be a very easy 
way to determine when 
to manage potato leaf 
hoppers but it is very 
much like closing the 
barn door after the cow 
gets out. Once hopper 
burn shows up on alfal¬ 
fa the damage already 
has been done. Watch 
those fields closely for 
signs of these tiny 
insects. They are at 
work in some of our 
spring seeded fields 


Dustbags Work Well 
on Flies 

Dustbags are a good 
way to treat cattle for 
horn flies and face flies. 
They are a good supple¬ 
ment to the ear tags. 
The bags are relatively 
low-maintenance for 


farmers and they pro¬ 
vide an easy way for 
cattle to get relief from 
insects. The bags place¬ 
ment is very important. 
Dustbags should be 
hung so that they can 
swing freely. Nailing 
the bag in place or 
restricting its movement 
will cause the hanging 
grommets or cloth loops 
to wear out quickly and 
the height of the bags 
that are nailed in place 
cannot be adjusted easi¬ 
ly, if necessary. 

Bags should be hung 
low so cattle have to 
pick them up with their 
head to get to water or 
to their minerals. This 
will give better face fly 
control, which means 
less pinkeye. Bags that 
are hung too high can 
miss the face and only 
dust the back of the ani¬ 
mal. While this may be 
sufficient for horn fly 
control, it can mean 
less-than-satis factory 
control of face flies and 
probably mean more 
pinkeye problems. After 
hanging dustbags, farm¬ 
ers should watch ani¬ 
mals as they use them 
and make adjustments 
as necessary. Keep the 
bags loaded with insec¬ 
ticide. Check them 
every few days to make 
sure they still have 
insecticide in them. This 
system works well on 
fly control but they must 
be placed where cattle 
get dusted every day. 
Force the cattle to use 
them by placing them 
where they have to go 
through the dust bag to 
get the water or mineral. 

Clearing Algae from 
Ponds 

People are still calling 
about a lot of pond 
“scum” problems. The 
problem is usually algae, 
sometimes it is pond 
weeds but most of the 
time it is algae, so lets 
discuss ways to rid your 
pond of algae. Copper 
sulfate is the old stand¬ 
by frequently used to 
treat ponds that have an 


abundance of algae. But 
it should be used with 
care, if fish are to remain 
unharmed. Most recom¬ 
mendations concerning 
the use of copper sulfate, 
also called Bluestone, do 
not take into considera¬ 
tion the fish that may be 
living in the pond. If too 
much is used in waters 
with low alkanity, the 
fish can be killed. 
Certain species of fish 
are more sensitive to the 
formulation than others. 
Carp, grass carp, gold¬ 
fish and trout are report¬ 
ed to be more sensitive 
to copper than other fish. 
It may not be advisable 
to use copper sulfate in 
ponds stocked with 
these fish. We suggest 
that treatment be made 
in stages in ponds where 
the algae scum has cov¬ 
ered the entire surface. 
Treating the entire pond 
at once may cause the 
algae to use all the oxy¬ 
gen in the pond while 
it’s decaying. This often 
is what kills the fish 
rather than the chemi¬ 
cal. The fish need the 
oxygen or they will die 
quickly. In these cases, 
we suggest spraying the 
product on to only a 
third of the pond at one 
time, then spraying the 
remaining portions a 
few days later. 

No restrictions apply 
to the use of water treat¬ 
ed with copper sulfate 
for irrigation and live¬ 
stock. Treated water 
also may be used for 
domestic purposes if 
copper sulfate was 
applied in accordance 
with manufacturer’s 
directions. I have a bul¬ 
letin on control of pond 
algae and other pond 
weeds that tells you 
what and how much to 
use of various chemi¬ 
cals.
